INSTALLED BELLS IN 29 


STORY BUILDING

Houston, Texas. Feb. 21.—High 


above one of Houston's streets, mel- 
low bells musically mark the pro- 
gress of time at fifteen minute in- 
leivals and on the hour play a 
happy little tune. Immediately the 
melody has ceased, the bells seem 
to assure a sedate a'r and in a . 
measure, muffled contralto boom 
forth the RtrokeB of the hour. 


The bells, which really are not 


bells at all, 
but 
tublar 
chimes, 


electrically operated, are housed 29 
stories above the street in the EH- 
person building, which is a woman's 
towering contribution to Houston's 
skyline. Their installation was the 
idea of Mrs. Egperson Stewart, own- 
er of the structure, who announced 
that its practical application cost I 
$4,375. 
| 


Their operation has made Hous- 


tonians "bell minded." They recall 
that two churches here have chimes 
but they are regular bells, operated 
with ropes 
and 
pulleys. 
Christ 


Episcopal church, an ivy-clad struc- 
ture in the down town district, was 
the first house of worship to install 
them'more than 30 years ago. John 
Dreaper played them regularly for 
several years, until the ropes wore 
out. Each Sunday morning he play- 
ed the Westminister Abbey tune, 
which has 
become 
famous 
the 


world over. fcHe plays the scale up 
and back, and then skips every oth- 
er note on the return trip," he said. 
"It really makes a na:ve little tune. 
It was taught to me by an English 
organist when I began ringing the 
chimes at Christ church. Of course 
I adopted it as the opening number 
and closed with the Doxology." 


St. Paul's Methodist church is 


the only other Houston church with 
chimes. Ten great bells weigh'ng 
22,01'B pounds, installed nearly 20 
years ago, ring out familiar hymns 
on Sunday mornings. History says 
that they were givon to the church 
by a parishinner as a memorial to 
her husband at a cost of $10,000.

ance of a junior college by 
any 


independent school district or city 
that has assumed control

not less than $1^,000,000 nnd with- 
in this territory a proponed "enroll- 
ment of not fewer than HOO students 
in the eighth, ninth, tenth 
and 


eleventh grades of their four-year 
accredited schools.

policy of the Legislature

appropriation shall be made out of 
any funds available lo it for ap- 
propriation to establish, support or 
maintain junior colleges."
